Pump Priming, Designed To Stimulate 


Private Business, Falls Short Of Its 


Goal Because Of New Deal Barriers t 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


VV 
/ABBINGTON, April 19—There are lot* of people 
in America who would like to believe in Fresi- 
dent Roosevelt'* program of pump priming if they 
could get a persuasive explanation of where It leads 
and how It la supposed to function. They would ap­ 
proach It sym pathetically lf the adm inistration could 
but outline exactly how the pump Is supposed to get 
primed. 
Obviously, the objective Is to stimulate private 
buainees by giving It a start through the use of 
public funds. This presupposes that. at a certain 
time, after the pump has been primed, business 
should be able to get along without the government s 
money. 
But the m anagers of business have found certain 
impedimenta interposed by governm ent Itself. Tbey 
have cried out againat these barriers for a long 
time, but Mr. Roosevelt stubbornly refuse# to remove 
the barriers. He will not even let congress pass a 
tax bill to help business along. Under such circum­ 
stances, the pump priming program m utt inevitably 
fail to get the wells of private business to function. 
Opinions will differ on this point but, in order to 
determ ine for o n es self what the probable trend 
will be, It ii necessary to have a clear understand­ 
ing of just what pump priming really is. 
Perhaps the best analysis of pump priming was 
given by Dr. John H. Williams, professor of eco­ 
nomics at Harvard university, in a speech he made 
early last November, at a time when the busine* 
recession had started but when the second exper 
m ent with pump priming had not, of course, bee 
decided upon. So bls rem arks can be considered as 
unprejudiced by tbe existence of any pending pro­ 
gram and as devoted wholly to an explanation of the 
theory of pump priming. Said Dr. Williams: 


‘RECO V ERY by mean* of public spending is sup­ 
posed to have three phases. The first is the 
actual spending by tbe government of such and aurh 
an amount. The second ic tbe secondary spending 
of th at amount. It is generally thought that the 
multiplier ii som ething between two and three. So 
that lf the governm ent spends a billion dollars, the 
total effect of th at in money terms would be be­ 
tween two and three billion dollars of national in­ 
come. 
“And then comes, and this is the crux of the m at­ 
ter, what la called tertiary spending, the effect of 
tbe whole process on new investm ent. It is thought 
that by increasing the consumer Incomes, handing 
out money and having it spent and revolving through 
tbe system, business 1s encouraged to finance furth­ 
er capital facilities in order to be able to produce 
enough and to get ready to produce enough to satisfy 
this mounting wave of demand. T hat Is the tertiary 
stage. When people tuik about priming the pump, 
they are really talking about that. At that stage you 
reach tbe end result, which is private investment. 
“Then the thought is that as re6ovefy comes along 
you taper off your public deficits from both ends; 
the need of spending is less, because private busi­ 
ness is employing tbe factors of production land pro­ 
viding income so th a t the government need not do 
it. Relief, and all such expenditures, should go 
down. On the other side, the tax revenue should in­ 
crease with the greeter volume and profitableness 
of business. In this way the budget is balanced. Ter­ 
tiary spending is then well under way. private in­ 
vestment Ii going along under Its owm steam, and 
there is no further occasion for the government to* 
do anything . . % 
\ 


"N 
OW that la the theory, and it hat a good manv 
advocates. I personally believe it was never 
adopted In thla country on theoretical grounds, but 
that we found ourselves faced with a condition and 
nationalized it a good deal, and evolved out of it 
thla theoretical Juztlficatlon. I think it was a fact 
rather than a theory that we were acting upon. I my­ 
self think the spending program has been justified 
in some measure. I want to qualify that. I think it 
was slow in starting and I think it bas been slow in 
ending. I think our timing ha* been poor, and owing 
to that fact th# magnitude of the operation has been 
greater than it needed to be. A very large question 
la whether you can operate thie kind of policy sur- 
ceeefully in a dem ocratic atuts. I do not know the 
answ er to that. We have not had enough expert, 
ence." 
> 
Dr. W illiams then pointed out that one part of the 
theory—lending through the RF’C for capital expendi­ 
tures—has worked out better than spending through 
the WPA. He declared that, by 1935, the RFC was 
showing an excess of repayment, whereas direct ex­ 
penditure through such things aa work relief did 
not get under way really until 1934 and expanded 
when recovery momentum was strongest. Declaring 
that the timing has been late, he adds; 
“In my own view we should have started the tran­ 
sition to a balanced budget at least one year and pos­ 
sibly even two years ago, when the momentum of the 
recovery was strong. Surely last winter and spring, 
when we were worried about tbe excesses of a boom 
character, we should have been reducing our deficit. 
Aa it Is, It h ts come now, and we are effecting the 
transition mainly in this fiscal year, if the present 
budget estim ates m aterialize.’’ 
But since that speech was made, the administra- 
Hon has ravened it* policy and endeavored to cor­ 
rect its first blunder by more "pump priming.” th# 
main reason the adm inistration did not stop spend­ 
ing when Prof. W illiams thought it should was that 
Mr. Roosevelt had to win the 1936 elections, and he 
couldn't stop the WPA or the other grants and sub­ 
sidies until ha was past that hurdle. He tried it 
afterw ards in his budget outline In January, 1927. 
for th# present fiscal year and then did it too sud­ 
denly, and now, as th# congressional elections of 
1922 are at hand, he find* It necessary to resume the 
spending lavishly and speedily so as to hold his 
majority in cor Tress. 


W H A T is overlooked by many of the advocates of 
»» 
pump priming is that they are reasoning solely 
with economic theory and then the beat of their 
plans ar* broken down by the political minds who 
refuse to do logical things because it might hurt 
their political position. Thus, for instance, the social 
security tax waa and ia too great a drain on the 
economic system and should be modified, but Mr. 
Roosevelt is afraid to do it because of political, em- 
barraesment. He sticks to the undistributed surplus 
tax for tbs same reason—personal pride in a political 
position once taken and which he does not care to 
acknowledge Ie wrong. Yet, private business needs 
the*# modification# and other reaaaurancea to help 
It function when the public funds have been apent. 
*^be Presidents own policies are the main reason 
why th* aecond big pump priming experim ent will 
also fall unleaa, of course, the people this autumn 
administer a defeat to him by electing a congress 
ready to correct the mistakes he is himself unwilling 
to correct. 
The concluaion reached by Prof. Williams is, t h e e ® 
fore. worth quoting: 
"This theory (pump priming) must at all times as- 
sum© that there is to be a transition from public 
spending to private investment. Otherwise at some 
point you get into a very different range of problems, 
Io u find yourself asking w hether th# etjd result is 
to be inflation, as many people w ere thinking two 
years ago. or some aort of disorderly breakdown of 
the existing aystem; or even, though It might take 
place more smoothly than that, some kind of tran ­ 
sition, not to private investm ent, but to a different 
kind of an economic state.

Use of an abandoned mine as a 
reservoir has solved the flood con* 
trol problem at Lynch, Ky., accord­ 
ing to an article in the United 
.States Steel News, and prevents 
all likelihood of a flood In the 
region. 
The United States Coal and Coke 
Co. has set aside more than 260 
acres of mined-out portions of its 
coal 
mines, 
serving 
nicely 
for 
storage of excess water. There is 
a capacity of about 40,000,000 gal­ 
lons of w ater because of a seam 


five feet thick In the mines, by 
enlargem ent of entries and galler­ 
ies aud shutting off of other sec­ 
tions of the mine by construction 
of concrete bulkheads. 
Holes bored along the bed of Big 
Looney creek furnish passages for 
the entrance of w ater; the stream 
drains a watershed of 4.500 acres 
covered with Black mountain for­ 
ests. From reservoirs the water 
flows by gravity to the purifica­ 
tion plants and is used for domestic 
consumption 
following 
filtration. 
There is virtually no risk of con­ 
tam ination 
for 
water 
in 
under­ 
ground reservoirs. 
Valleys, narrow and deep. in the 
Lynch region, make cost of dams 
for reservoirs prohibitively costly. 
The mine concern, taking over the 
flood control and reservoir problem 
in its own practical and unprece­ 
dented way, is handling the abund­ 
ance of rainfall, unevenly distri­ 
buted throughout the year. 
R iver authorities are paying con­ 
siderable attention to navigation 
aids this week.

\ I ’HAT CAN be more annoying 
»» than persistent itching of the 
ear canal? It may he so bad as to 
interfere with sleep. 
The obstinate rases are due to 
inflammation of the akin lining the 
ear passage. This inflammation, or 
“derm atitis.” as the doctors call it. 
may he due to 
one 
of 
various 
causes 
Inded, 
there are many 
causes. 
Sometimes (here is an irritation 
with itching of ihe skin covering 
the outer ear. 
This form is com­ 
monly associated with eczema. 
There is an 
old 
saying 
that 
“what is on* man s food is another 
man s poison.” For some m ysteri­ 
ous reason, an occasional person 
has a peculiar sensitivity to cer­ 
tain substances, usually the pro­ 
teins of our food. This is known to 
the modern scientists as "allergy.’’ 
One who is so afflicted Is said to 
he “allergic” to this or that sub­ 
stance. 
Wax May Cause It 
But eczema is not the only cause 
for itching of the ear. It may be 
traced to the lack of hygiene and 
proper care. It la well to bear in 
mind that the ears should be thor­ 
oughly dried after bathing, lf wa­ 
ter is left in the ear canal, the 
skin becomes 
Irritated, resulting 
in inflammation and itching. 
The disturbance may be caused 
by impaction of wax in the canal. 
The accumulation may go on for 
a long time and perhaps without 


any sign of discomfort except in­ 
creasing deafness. But eventually 
it leads to irritation of the skin 
and severe itching. 
Persona who are in poor health, 
perhaps suffering from some con­ 
stitutional 
disorder, 
often 
com­ 
plain of itching in the ears. 
The 
symptom may be 
the 
result 
of 
some disturbance in the circula­ 
tion of the blood, or to the absorp­ 
tion of certain poisons which have 
developed within the system. As 
the general health improves, the 
discomfort gradually disappears. 
There is no doubt that proper 
hygiene of the ear is essential to 
the prevention of itching anad the 
development of skin disturbances. 
Exposing the rara to air and sun­ 
shine will help to guard the skin 
of these parts against disease, just 
as they promote the general wel­ 
fare of the body.

WALLACE SAYS CROP 
PLAN DEMOCRACY AID 


Agriculture Head Launches 


1939 Wheat Program 


Br Th* A»*»w>***«l Pr**». 
OMAHA, April 19—Secretary of 
Agriculture 
Henry 
A. 
Wallace 
launched the administration's pro- 
grain to insure the 1939 wheat crop 
with a statement here today such 
plans “ help make democracy work ” 
In n speech prepared for deliv­ 
ery over a nationwide hookup and 
before a meeting of midwestern 
farm leaders here to learn admin­ 
istrative details of the program, 
Wallace said: 
"Projects 
like 
crop 
insurance, 
which require both planning and 
cooperation, help make democracy 
work. The succession of boom and 
collapse 
is 
what 
cripples demo­ 
cracy. 
The swing from surplus to 
shortage of farm products is one 
of the causes of that succession." 
Under the new- plan the farmer 
can insure his crop for either one- 
half or three-quarters of the aver­ 
age yield, paying a smaller pre­ 
mium for one-half, 
Wallace 
ex­ 
plained. 
He estimated the cost of insur­ 
ing three-quarters of the average 
crop at about one-half bushel an 
acre a year on the best wheat land, 
one to one and one-half bushels on 
good wheat land, and two to two 
and three-quarters bushels on high 
ri^k land. 
Wallace said "we do not know 
how it (the program) will pan out, 
but we do know that the principle 
of insurance is applied in almost 
every field, and that if this plan 
gives farmers adequate protection 
against 
crop losses, 
millions of 
farmers will be benefited."
